Experts in the broomcorn district ot 


cc-ntral Illinois estimate that the har- 
vest this year in the United States 
will furnish sufficient material for the 
making of 42,000.000 brooms, valued 
ai $13,000,000. 
It placed in cars for 


shipment, allowing 1.000 to a car, it 
would require 10,000 cars to hold them. 
These mean 2 freight trains of fifty 
cars each or about 100 miles of brooms. 


Central Illinois has just harvested 


material for 15.000.000 new brooms. 
The aristocratic brooms which 
retail 


for 25 cents or more are the product 
of Illinois. 
The clr.aper grades come 


from Oklahoma, which has just har- 
vested material for 21.000,000 brooms. 
Kansas produces a smaller amount, the 
estimate being about 4,000,000. Mis- 
souri, Tennessee, Arkansas and oth'ei 
scattering broom corn districts will 
add a million to the supply. 
Th« 


whisk brooms come from Kansas. Tin 
big brooms from the other states. 


The origin of the industry in I1H- 


i.ois dates back to the early '60's, when 
Col. John Cofcrn, a farmer who had 
been \isitino: in Tennessee, brought 
some broom •. orn t-eed and planted It 
in Douglns county. He found the soil

to certain broom corn districts, which, 
after all, are mere pockets, and ef- 
forts to raise it in other places noted 
for Indian corn, are seldom success- 
ful. 
The secret of this may be found 


the fact that the cost of broom corn 


fanning is far ahead of ordinary corn 
raising. In order to cultivate and har- 
vest broom corn of the first grade: it 
i.i fully as important to build sheds 
for the storage of the crop as It is to 
construct similar sheds in the south to 
dry the tobacco crop. Peculiar thresh- 
ing outfits have to be bought. 
The 


crop is cultivated much the same as 
corn except that it develops much fas- 
ter than Indian corn. It is planted im- 
mediately after the Indian corn, but is 
harvested in early September. 
It is 


known as a ninety-day ciop. 


The central Illinois fields range in 


size from ten to 100 acres in area and 
the growing crop makes a beautiful 
sight.

broom corn is raised in Kansas, but 
dwarf variety ahrldaouahmtahamaah 
the bulk of the crop consists/of the 
dwarf variety, which is used for whisk 
brooms.
